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1st black woman sworn inasChicago mayor

CHICAGO (AP) — Lori Light- 
foot told aldermen and 
other city p o we rbrokers as¬ 
sembled at her inaugura¬ 
tion Monday as Chicago's 
first black woman mayor 
that she meant what she 
said on the campaign trail 
about top-to-bottom re¬ 
forms in the nation's third 
largest city. 

"For years, they've said 
Chicago ain't ready for re¬ 
form,"said Lightfoot, speak¬ 
ing minutesafterherswear- 
ing-in atthe Wintrust Arena. 
"Well, get ready, because 
reform is here." 

She spoke about curtail¬ 
ing some powers of city 
council members to lessen 
temptations for corruption 
and that structural chang¬ 
es to reduce gun violence 
would be among her top 


priorities. Hours later, she 
signed an executive order 
limiting aldermanic prerog¬ 
ative, a custom that allows 
each alderman to direct 
zoning and period deci¬ 
sions in theirward. 

Among her toughest chal¬ 
lenges— and perhaps the 
one most scrutinized by 
those outside the city — will 
be overhauling the belea¬ 
guered Chicago Police 
Department. 

Lightfoot isn't the first in¬ 
coming Chicago mayorto 
have pledged to overhaul 
a department accused 
for decades of abuses 
But with a court-monitored 
plan, or consent decree, 
recently approved by U.S. 
District J udge Robert Dow, 
she hasthe best chance of 
actually getting it done.

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Cohen claims Trump lawyershaped false statement to Congress

WASHINGTON (AP) — 


President Donald Trump's 
former fixer, Michael Co¬ 
hen, told Congress it was 
Trump's personal attorney, 
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Jay Sekulow, who suggest¬ 
ed he tell lawmakers that 
the negotiations for Trump 
Tower Moscow ended in 
J anuary 2016, even though 
they continued for months 
after that. 

The House Intelligence 
Committee on Monday 
released two transcripts 
of closed-door interviews 
with Cohen from eariierthis 
year, along with some ex¬ 
hibits from the testimony. 
Cohen, who is serving a 
three-year prison sentence, 
pleaded guilty last year 
and admitted that he mis¬ 
led Congress by saying he 
had abandoned the Trump 
Tower Moscow project 
months earlier than he ac¬ 
tually did. 

During the interviews, leg¬ 
islators repeatedly pressed 
Cohen for details on his 
false statement to Con- 
gressand tried to nail down 
whether he was directly 
told by Trump's legal team 
to mislead the committee, 
but the transcripts provide 
no slam-dunk evidence. 
Cohen offered no direct 
proof that Sekulow knew 
the January 2016 date we 
false, but Cohen claims 
Sekulow should have 
known because he had 
access to relevant emails 
and othercommunications 
as part of an agreement 
between defense attor¬ 
neys to share documents 
Attorneys for Sekulow said 
Cohen's testimony is not 
credible. 

"Michael Cohen's alleged 
statements are more of 
the same from him and 
confirm the observations 
of prosecutors in the South¬ 
ern District of New York that 
Cohen's 'instinct to blame 
others is strong,"' Seku- 
low's lawyers Jane Serene 
Raskin and Patrick Straw- 
bridge, said in a statement. 
'That this or any Committee 


would rely on the word of 
Mic ha el Cohen for any pur¬ 
pose - muc h less to try a nd 
pierce the attorney-client 
privilege and discovercon- 
fidential communications 
of four respected lawyers 
- defies logic, well-estab¬ 
lished law and common 
sense." 

Cohen said Trump also 
knew the negotiations had 
continued far beyond J an- 
ua ry 2016 a nd that Sekulow 
had seen his testimony in 
advance of submission. He 
also claimed that Sekulow 
edited the statement and 
that both Sekulow and 
Trump approved it. Cohen 
also provided documents 
to the intelligence panel 
that showed the editing 
processforthe statement. 
When asked whether 
Trump had read his 'false 
written testimony," Cohen 
replied: "Mr. Sekulow said 
that he spoke to the client 
and that, you know, the 
client likes it and that it's 
good." 

In addition to the question¬ 
ing about his false testimo¬ 
ny, much of the discussion 
during Cohen's interviews 
related to pardons and 
whether Trump or his law¬ 
yers were dangling them in 
front of Cohen as the gov¬ 
ernment began to investi¬ 
gate him. 

Cohen told the intelligence 
committee that he wasdis- 
cussing the possibility of a 
pardon with Sekulow, up 
until Cohen abandoned 
their joint-defense agree¬ 
ment and publicly broke 
from the president in mid- 
2018. He said Sekulow was 
representing him, not the 
president, when he brought 
up the idea of a pardon 
during a May 2017 Oval Of¬ 
fice meeting with Trump. 
The discussions continued 
after Sekulow became 
Trump's lawyer and Cohen 


retained othercounsel, Co¬ 
hen said. 

Sekulow was "dangling the 
concept of pardons" to 
keep people in Trump's in- 
nercircle in line, Cohen tes¬ 
tified. 

"Mr. Sekulow stated that 
the President loves you, 
don't worry, everything is 
going to be fine, nothing 
is going to happen," Co¬ 
hen testified. Cohen said 
he only discussed the idea 
of a pardon with Sekulow, 
not Trump or anyone at 
the White House, but that 
he believes the discussions 
were done with Trump's 
knowledge and author¬ 
ity. He said Sekulow had 
brought up the possibility 
of a pardon to "shutdown 
the inquiries and to shut the 
investigation down." 

Cohen became a key fig¬ 
ure in congressional inves¬ 
tigations after turning on 
his former boss and coop¬ 
erating with special coun¬ 
sel Robert Mueller's Russia 
probe. Mueller'sfina I report, 
released in April, examined 
conduct related to Cohen 
as one of several possible 
instances of obstruction 
of justice by the president. 
Cohen was also convicted 
in federal court in New York 
of campaign finance viola¬ 
tions for his role in buying 
the silence of two women 
who alleged they had af¬ 
fairs with Trump, as well as 
other crimes. He began 
serving a prison sentence 
eariierthis month. 

House Intelligence Commit¬ 
tee Chairman Adam Schiff, 
D-Calif., said in a statement 
last week that Cohen's tes¬ 
timony this year, along with 
materials in the commit¬ 
tee's possession, raises "se¬ 
rious, unresolved concerns 
about the obstruction of 
our committee's investiga¬ 
tion that we would be neg¬ 
ligent not to pursue.'□

Ughtfoot, who made history 
in April when she defeated 
a longtime political insider 
to become the first black 
woman and openly gay 
person elected to lead Chi¬ 
cago, signaled daysbefore 
her inauguration that she's 
serious about transforming 
the 13,000-officer force by 
appointing top staffers with 
histories as strong police- 
reform advocates 
Even with court backing, 
Ughtfoot faces obstacles 
to enacting the meaning¬ 
ful changes that protest¬ 
ers sought after the 2015 
release of video of a white 
officershooting blackteen- 
agerLaquan McDonald 16 
times. 

"I believe she's a true re¬ 
former," said Phil Turner, 
who like Ughtfoot, is a for¬ 
mer federal prosecutor in 
Chicago. "But there's a dif¬ 
ference between trying to 
reform police and reality. 
She is up against a lot of 
entrenched forces" 

Ihe fiercest resistance will 
come from rank-and-file 
officers and the union that 
represents them, which 
has been openly hostile to 
key provisions, arguing that 
many will tie officers' hands 
and make it impossible for 
them to do their jobs right. 
One requirement that the 
union singles out for criti¬ 
cism — and that Ughtfoot 
has heralded — is that of- 
ficersdocument each time 
they point their weapons 
at someone, even if they 
don't shoot. The union says 
it will cause police to hesi¬ 
tate, potentially putting 
them at risk. 

"There's also no guarantee 
officers will fully comply with 
any new policies Dow's 
ability to hold people in 
contempt if they don't ad¬ 
here to reforms only goes 
so far, Turner said. 

'You can't hold entire en¬ 
tities, like officers on the 
street, in contempt," he 
said. 'The person nominally 


in charge and who a judge 
can charge with contempt 
is the mayor. But she's a 
proponent of reforms" 

The plan that Dow ap¬ 
proved in January was a 
culmination of the scandal 
surrounding McDonald's 
death and came after a 
Justice Department inves¬ 
tigation concluded that ra¬ 
cial bias and poor training 
contributed to a pattern 
of abuse by police. Illinois' 
attorney general sued the 
city to force the court's su¬ 
pervision after years of in¬ 
action by the City Council, 
which dealt with systemic 
police misconduct in re¬ 
cent years by approving 
millions of dollars in lawsuit 
settlements 

Ughtfoot is likely to fill top 
posts in her administration 
with people who support 
the changes. Her chief of 
staff, named Wednesday, 
is Maurice Classen, a for¬ 
mer prosecutor in Seattle, 
where he lobbied for "sys¬ 
temic and deep reform"of 
city police. He later helped 
develop anti-violence and 
policing strategies in cities 
nationwide. 

He told the Chicago Sun- 
Times that Ughtfoot's ad¬ 
ministration will be focused 
from her first days on the 
job on bettermanagement 
of city costs and ensuring 
that "compliance with the 
consent decree is a high 
priority for the Police De¬ 
partment." 

Money will be an issue. City 
officials recently said Chi¬ 
cago's 2020 budget short¬ 
fall was around $740 mil¬ 
lion, worse than previously 
thought. Some changes, 
including to police training, 
will require funds. But the 
consent decree doesn't 
spell out how muc h the c ity 
should spend — something 
Ug htfoot ha s c ritic ized. 
Ughtfoot's campaign plat¬ 
form called for changes 
that go beyond the con¬ 
sent decree, including the 
adoption of a policy in 
place in New York requir¬ 


ing that newly hired officers 
spend two weeks meeting 
residents in the neighbor¬ 
hood they will police. 
Among herother priorities is 
improving the percentage 
of homicide cases detec¬ 


tives solve from the current 
20% A specific proposal is 
fora mobile lab that can 
cut the time it takes to pro¬ 
cess ballistics evidence 
from days to just a few 
hours. 


During her Monday 
speech, Ughtfoot repeat¬ 
edly returned to the issue of 
violence, saying 'there is no 
higher calling than restor¬ 
ing safety and peace in our 
neighborhood&'O

Education Secretary Bet¬ 
sy DeVos has sometimes 
used her personal email 
accounts for government 
business and has not al¬ 
ways properly saved the 
messages, according to 
an internal investigation re¬ 
leased Monday.

spector General, which 
was investigating at the 
request of House Demo¬ 
crats, said it searched the 
department's email system 
and found a "limited" num- 
berof messages to orfrom 
DeVos' personal accounts. 
In total, it said there were 
'fewer than 100" emails 
linked to four personal ac¬ 
counts. 

Most of the emails were 
from the first six months 
of 2017, soon after DeVos 
took office, and most were 
from a single person, the 
inquiry found. Ihe person, 
who was not identified in 
the report, was writing to 
recommend candidates 
for agency jobs. Other 
emails were from people 
who congratulated DeVos 
on her confirmation or of¬ 
fered otherjob advice. 

In total, investigators said 
they identified six emails 
sent by DeVos on private 
accounts, including five 
that involved official agen¬ 
cy business. Ihe inquiry 
concluded that there was 
no evidence of "active or 
extensive" use of DeVos' 
personal accounts 
The secretary's office told 
investigators it was taking 
"additional stepsto identify 
and preserve" emails in her 
personal accounts. A de¬ 
partment spokeswoman 
declined to comment for 
this story. 

Under department rules, 
employees are forbidden 
from using personal emails 
for government business 


except in rare circum¬ 
stances when their work 
accounts are unavailable. 
In those cases, employees 
are required to forward the 
messages to theirwork ac¬ 
counts within 20 days. But 
in DeVos' case, the report 
said, that never happened. 
"We did not identify any 
instances where the secre¬ 
tary forwarded emails from 
her personal accounts to 
her department email ac¬ 
counts," the report said. It 
added that 'the secretary's 
emails related to govern¬ 
ment business were not 
always being properly pre¬ 
served." 

The inspector general's of¬ 
fice urged the department 
to improve its training on 
the issue. It said there was 
no other evidence of irreg¬ 
ularities around the use of 
personal emails 
During his 2016 campaign, 
President Donald Trump re¬ 
peatedly attacked Demo¬ 
cratic rival Hillary Clinton 
over findings that she used 
a private email server for 
work while she was sec¬ 
retary of state. At rallies, 
Trump often called for her 
prosecution and led sup¬ 
porters in chants of "lock 
herup!" 

The Education Department 
review was requested in 
October 2017 by Rep. 
Rosa DeLauro, D-Conn. 
The inspector general's of¬ 
fice said it was unable to 
begin work until "well into 
2018" because of staffing

HOUSTON (AP) — U S. bor¬ 
der agents detained a 
16-year-old from Guate¬ 
mala who died Mondayfor 
six days— twice as long as 
federal law generally per¬ 
mits—then transferred him 
to another holding facil¬ 
ity even after he was diag¬ 
nosed with the flu. 

The teenager, identified by 
U.S. Customs and Border 
Protection as Carlos Gre¬ 
gorio Hernandez Vasquez, 
was the fifth minor from 
Guatemala to die after be¬ 
ing apprehended by U.S. 
border agents since De¬ 
cember. 

Advocates demanded 
that President Donald 
Trump's administration act 
to safeguard the lives of 
children in detention as 
border crossings surge and 
the U.S. Border Patrol de¬ 
tains thousands of families 
at a time in overcrowded 
facilities, tents, and out- 
doorspaces. 

"We should all be outraged 
and demand thatthose re¬ 
sponsible for his well-being 
be held accountable,"said 
Efren Olivares, a lawyer 
with the Texas Civil Rights 
Project. 

"If these were white chil¬ 
dren that were dying at this 
rate, people would be up 
in arms," he said. 'We see 
this callous disregard for 
brown, Spanish-speaking 
children." 

John Sanders, CBP's act¬ 
ing commissioner, said in 
a statement that his agen¬ 
cy was "saddened by the 
tragic loss of this young 
man and ourcondolences 
are with his family." 

"CBP is committed to the 


health, safety and humane 
treatment of those in our 
c usto d y," Sa nd e rs sa id. 
Border Patrol agents said 
Carlos was apprehended 
on May 13 in South Texas' 
Rio Grande Valley after 
crossing the border ille¬ 
gally. He was taken to the 
agency's central process¬ 
ing center in McAllen, Tex¬ 
as, a converted warehouse 
where hundreds of adults 
and children are held in 
large, fenced-in pens and 
sleep on mats. 

Federal law and CBP's 
guidelines generally re¬ 
quire thatunaccompanied 
youth be transferred within 
three days to a facility op¬ 
erated by the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Hea Ith a nd Huma n 
Services. 

A CBP official who declined 
to be named in order to 
brief reporters said Carlos 
was awaiting transfer to 
HHS custody on Thursday, 
three days after his ap¬ 
prehension. At the time of 
his death, Carlos was sup¬ 
posed to be sent to South¬ 
west Key Casa Padre, a 
1,400-person facility inside 
an old Walmart in Browns¬ 
ville, Texa s, the offic ia I sa id. 
Mark Weber, a spokesman 
forHHS, did notaddressin a 
statement why the teenag¬ 
er wasn't transferred soon¬ 
er, but said a "minority of 
cases exceeding 72 hours 
have generally involved ex¬ 
ceptional circumstances." 
CBP said Carlos reported 
early Sunday morning that 
he was not feeling well and 
diagnosed with the flu by a 
nurse practitioner. 

He was prescribed the 
medicine Tamiflu, then 
transferred later Sunday to 
the Border Patrol station at 


Weslaco, Texas, to prevent 
his flu from spreading to 
otherdetainees 
He was not hospitalized, 
according to the agency 
official who briefed report¬ 
ers. The official said CBP 
facilities have medical pro- 
viderswho can monitorde- 
tainees, though the official 
did not know what specific 
sympto ms C a rlos ha d. 
Carlos had last been 
checked an hourbefore he 
wasfound unresponsive. 
The FBI is investigating the 
case, as are local police 
and the Department of 
Homeland Security's in- 
spectorgeneral. 
Guatemala's foreign minis¬ 
try said the teenager was 
from Baja Verapaz, north of 
Guatemala City, and was 
seeking to reunite with fa m- 
ily in the U.S. already. 

The BorderPatrol hasfaced 
months of scrutiny over 
its care of children it ap¬ 
prehends at the border. A 
2-year-old child died last 
weekafterhe and his moth¬ 


er were detained by the 
Border Patrol. The agency 
says it took the child to the 
hospital the same day the 
mother reported he was 
sick, and he was hospital¬ 
ized forseveral weeks. 

On April 30, a 16-year-old 
Guatemalan boy died af¬ 
ter officials at an HHS de¬ 
tention facility noticed that 


he was sick. He was hos¬ 
pitalized in intensive care 
for several days before his 
death. 

After the deaths of two 
children ages 7 and 8 in 
December, the DHS or¬ 
dered medical checks of 
all children in its custody 
and expanded medical 
screenings. □

VASHON ISLAND, Vtesh. 
(AP) — Sarah Day is a 
school nurse with "street 
cred"when itcomesto the 
polarizing issue of vaccines 
on an idyllic island in Wash¬ 
ington state known for its 
rural beauty, countercul¬ 
ture lifestyle and low immu¬ 
nization rates 

Since she began commu¬ 
nal living on Vashon Island 
more than 20 years ago, 
the registered nurse has 
advocated forgetting kids 
their shots against a loud 
contingent of anti-vaccine 
parents in the close-knit 
community of about 11,000 
accessible only by ferry, a 
serene 20-minute ride from 
Seattle. 

And it may now be work¬ 
ing, thanks to a "perfect 
storm" of changes being 
felton the island, Day said. 
The Vashon Island School 
District has seen a signifi¬ 
cant increase in fully immu¬ 
nized children. The number 
of kindergartners who re¬ 
ceived the required set of 
state-mandated vaccines 
jumped by 31% in the past 
six yea rs, fro m 56%to nea riy 
74% in the 2017-18 school 
year, according to the King 
County Public Health De¬ 
partment. 

Amid the nation's highest 
numberof measles cases in 
25 years, pro-vaccine ad¬ 
vocates are cheering the 
apparent shift that chal¬ 
lenges Vashon's reputation 
as a hotbed of highly edu¬ 
cated, anti-establishment 
parents who choose not 
to vaccinate their children 
from preventable and po¬ 
tentially devastating dis¬ 
eases 

'We've been the poster 
children for the anti-vac- 
cine or vaccine-hesitancy 
movement for so long," 
Day said. 

She attributes the rising 
numbers to increasingly vis¬ 
ible pro-vaccine informa¬ 
tion, expanded access to 
shotsand media coverage 
of measlesoutbreaksin the 
Pacific Northwest and New 
York this year. 

The island town with deep 
rootsin organic farming has 
long drawn those who want 
to escape urban sprawl 
and others wary of putting 


chemicals in their bod¬ 
ies, whether in their food 
or medical care. Kids run 
barefoot through untamed 
forests and families still raise 
fruits and vegetables with¬ 
out pesticides to share in 
meals in communal houses. 
It also has its share of city 
commuters, tourists and 
million-do liar vacation 
homeswith sweeping views 
of Mount Rainier, as well as 
locals pushing the science 
that vaccines a re safe. 
While the gains are no¬ 
table, the Vashon school 
district still has one of the 
lowest vaccine rates in the 
U.S. It is far below the 95 
percent target that a ma¬ 
jority of U.S. schools hover 
around and is needed for 
herd immunity, which pro¬ 
tects those who haven't 
been vaccinated formedi- 
cal reasons or because 
they are too young. 

The majority of Vashon par¬ 
ents say yes to some vac¬ 
cines, particularly the teta¬ 
nus shot for their kids who 
play outside on the for¬ 
ested island. But many still 
buck the formal schedule 
of shots recommended by 


health officials. They may 
select some but not all and 
space them out overa lon- 
gerperiod oftime. 

Nicky Wilks, who grew up 
on Vashon and has three 
young children, said the 
changing attitude has led 
some pro-vaccine parents 
to exclude from gather- 
ingskidswho may not have 
their shots, while teenagers 
openly mock those who 
aren't vaccinated. 

'That's the worst-case sce¬ 
nario, when we are creat¬ 
ing physical barriers in our 
community," Wilks said. 

He said he isn't against all 
vaccines but doesn't agree 
that dozens of shots start¬ 
ing at birth are necessary 
despite health officials' in¬ 
sistence. Wilks declined to 
say if his family is fully immu¬ 
nized. 

Gator Lanphear says he's 
'Very judgmental" about 
parents who don't vacci¬ 
nate. He said he not only 
immunizes his twin 6-year- 
old daughters but instills in 
them the importance of 
getting their shots as a he¬ 
roic act. 

'They understand that what 


they did benefits human¬ 
kind. Yeah, they got their 
ice cream for it, but they're 
also eradicating polio," 
Lanphear said. 

The number of philosophi¬ 
cal exemptions in Vashon 
has decreased dramati¬ 
cally, but there are still 11.6 
percent of students whose 
families elect not to vac¬ 
cinate. That's five times 
higher than the national 
median rate. 

Still, Vashon'sprogresscan't 
be discounted because it's 
unusual for immunization to 
increase so steeply in a few 
short years when there is 
deep-rooted anti-vaccine 
sentiment in the communi¬ 
ty, said William John Moss, 
an epidemiology professor 
atj ohns Hopkins University. 
'That's an important in¬ 
crease, but they still have 
a ways to go," Moss said. 
'That's a vaccination rate 
lower than in many coun¬ 
tries in sub-Saharan Africa." 
Day, the school nurse, has 
worked closely with the 
new Neighborcare Health 
clinics, the single largest 
medical provider on the 
island. Together, they ag¬ 


gressively remind families 
when they're due for vac¬ 
cines and counsel them 
on their concerns, wheth¬ 
er rooted in scientific evi¬ 
dence ornot. 

'The message is really get¬ 
ting through. I feel like the 
tide is really turning on the 
island," Day said. 

A two-year-old health cen¬ 
ter at the high school has 
been especially success¬ 
ful. It's partly funded by a 
county grant that helps 
coverfree shotsand servic¬ 
es for low-income or unin¬ 
sured students About half 
of the school system's 1,615 
students are registered pa¬ 
tients and an additional 43 
children who are in private 
school or homeschooled 
also use the clinic. 

Manager Stephanie Keller 
said the center has re¬ 
ceived a spike in calls from 
concerned parents amid 
a measles outbreak in 
Washington state that's af¬ 
fected at least 78 people, 
including seven reported 
near Vashon. As of May 
17, 880 people have con¬ 
tracted measlesin 24states 
this year, according to the 
CentersforDisease Control. 
The outbreak prompted 
Washington Gov. Jay In- 
slee to declare a state of 
emergency and sign a law 
that eliminates personal or 
philosophical exemptions 
for the measles, mumps 
and rubella vaccine that's 
needed before attend¬ 
ing a day care center or 
school. Parents, however, 
can still claim a medical or 
relig ious exemption. 

Some criticssay the Vashon 
school system's data isn't 
representative of the pop¬ 
ulation because the island 
is home to many families 
who live off the grid. Vac¬ 
cine advocates argue it's 
an important benchmark 
because numbers from a 
previous islandwide survey 
aligned with public school 
data. 

And there are other signs, 
too. The top service pro¬ 
vided atthe student-based 
health center is vaccina¬ 
tions, Keller said. 

'That surprised us," 
Keller said. 'You think of 
Vashon as being this hip¬ 
pie place where nobody 
vaccinate&'O

Da ngeious storm 
sweeps Southern Plains, 
spawning tornadoes 


OKLAHOMA CITY (AP) — 

An intense storm system 
that weather forecasters 
labeled "particularly dan¬ 
gerous" swept through the 
Southern Plains Monday, 
spawning a few tornadoes 
that caused some dam¬ 
age and a deluge of rain 
but no reports of injuries 
The National Weather 
Service had warned that 
Monday evening could 
bring perilous weather to a 
large swath of western Tex¬ 
as, most of Oklahoma and 
southern Kansas. Ihe storm 
was expected to move 
later Monday into western 
Arkansas 

As predicted, some torna¬ 
does were reported early 
Monday evening, although 
they were in sparsely pop¬ 
ulated areas. Oklahoma 
residents were on alert as 
Monday is the sixth anniver- 
saryofa massive tornado in 
Moore, south of Oklahoma 
City, that killed 24 people. 

A tornado struck western 
and northern portionsofthe 
southwestern Oklahoma 
town of Mangum on Mon¬ 
day afternoon. Glynadee 
Edwards, the Greer County 
emergency management 
director, says some homes 
incurred roof damage and 
the high school's agricul¬ 
ture bam was destroyed, 


but the livestock survived. 
"The pigs are walking 
around wondering what 
happened to their house," 
she said. Emergency of¬ 
ficials reported a tornado 
near Lucien, in northern 
Oklahoma, severely dam¬ 
aging a house and de¬ 
stroying a bam. One storm 
cell nearCrescent, 32 miles 
north of Oklahoma City, 
spawned twin tornadoes 
Earlier Monday, school 
districts in Oklahoma City, 
nearby Norman and else¬ 
where in Oklahoma can¬ 
celed classes with fore¬ 
casts of hail and wind gusts 
of up to 80 mph (128 kph). 
A flood watch was in ef¬ 
fect for the greater Okla¬ 
homa City region.

WEST POINT, N.Y. (AP) 

Tie parents of a 21-year- 
old West Point cadet fatally 
injured in a skiing accident 
can use his frozen sperm to 
produce a child, a judge 
ruled while noting potential 
ethical considerations 
Supreme Court Justice 
John Colangelo's ruling, 
dated Thursday, gives Peter 
Zhu's parents the ability to 
attempt conception with 
a surrogate mother using 
their late son's sperm. The 
judge said Zhu's parents 
have not decided whether 
they will try to use it."At this 
time, the court will place 
no restrictions on the use to 
which Peter's parents may 
ultimately put their son's 
sperm, including its poten¬ 
tial use for procreative pur- 
poses,"Colangelo wrote. 
Zhu, of Concord, California, 
died aftera ski accident in 
February at West Point. His 
pa rents received court per¬ 
mission to have his sperm 
retrieved and frozen at the 
same time he underwent 
organ donation surgery, 
but the judge waited until 
last week to rule on wheth¬ 
er they could attempt re¬ 
production. The sperm is 
preserved ata sperm bank. 
Colangelo said he found 
no restrictions in state or 
federal law. He noted that 
few courts have addressed 
the issue of posthumous re¬ 
production, but those who 
have addressed it used the 
decedent's intent as a de¬ 
ciding factor. He cited a 
2008 case where a court 
ordered destruction of a 
man's sperm according to 
his written request during 
his lifetime, despite his wid¬ 
ow's claim to the sperm as 
herproperty. 

He also cited a 1993 case 
where a court held that a 
dead man's estate repre¬ 
sentative didn't have the 


right to destroy his frozen 
sperm in light of his written 
intent that it be stored for 
possible future use by his 
longtime girlfriend. 

Zhu left no written intention 
regarding the use of his ge¬ 
netic material for procre- 
ationafterhisdeath, Colan¬ 
gelo said. But he said Zhu's 
parents testified regarding 
conversations where he 
talked of his dream of hav¬ 
ing several children and 
the responsibility he felt to 
carry on his cultural and 
family legacy. Zhu's military 
advisor at West Point also 
testified that Zhu had stat¬ 
ed a goal of having several 
children during mentoring 
sessions. 

Monica Minzhi Yao, Zhu's 
mother, said Monday that 
the family wants privacy 
and will not comment on 
the case. 'We are extreme¬ 
ly devastated over this 


freak accident," she said. 
'Our pain is something that 
no wordscan describe." 
And while Colangelo left 
the decision of what to do 
with Zhu's sperm up to his 
family, he noted there may 
be other obstacles includ¬ 
ing reluctance of some 
doctors to assist for ethical 
reasons. 

Typically, court cases in¬ 
volving posthumous repro¬ 
duction are filed by surviv¬ 
ing spouses, not parents 
But Zhu's case isn't unprec¬ 
edented. In 2007, a court in 
Iowa authorized recovery 
of a man'ssperm by hispar- 
entsto donate to his fiance 
for future procreative use. 
In 2009, a Texas woman 
got a judge's permission to 
have her 21-year-old son's 
sperm extracted after his 
death, with the intention of 
hiring a surrogate mother 
to bearhera grandchild.□ 
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Austrian government collapses over Ibiza video scandal

"We won't leave anyone 
out in the rain," said the 
party's interim leader, Nor- 
bert Hofer. 

Kickl's removal, which must

Italy's Salvini furious as47 migrants land despite his ban

MILAN (AP) — Italy's hard¬ 
line Interior Minister Matteo 
Salvini threatened possible 
legal action Monday after 
47 migrants rescued at sea 
by a humanitarian aid ship 
landed on the southern 
Italian island of Lampedu¬ 
sa despite his explicit ban 
against them. 

The German aid group Sea- 
Watch said the 47 migrants 
were tra nsfemed to La mpe- 
dusa on Sunday evening 
with the cooperation of the 
Coast Guard and financial 
police. They were among 
65 migrants rescued off the 
coast of Libya last week. 
Salvini had given permis¬ 
sion forl8 migrants— most¬ 
ly families with young chil¬ 
dren — to be brought to 
land on Friday. But he told 
a campaign rally that the 
rest would not be allowed 
into Italy as long as he re¬ 
mained on the job. 

Salvini reacted angrily to 
the transfer of the remain¬ 
ing 47, saying on Facebook 
that if 'there was a ploy to 
disembark the migrants, I 


will take action, because 
that is aiding and abetting 
human trafficking." 

Salvini pledged that the 
vessel, the Sea-Watch 3, 
would be confiscated 
and threatened the ship's 
crew with arrest, referring 


to them as "deputy human 
traffickers." 

He also questioned wheth¬ 
er the transport minis¬ 
ter, who is in charge of 
the Coast Guard, or the 
economy minister, with re¬ 
sponsibility for the financial 


police, had given their ap¬ 
proval for the move. The 
transport minister belongs 
to the populist 5-Star Move¬ 
ment, which is in a govern¬ 
ment coalition with Salvini's 
right-wing League party, 
while Italy'seconomy minis¬ 


ter is not aligned with either 
ruling party. 

Sea-Watch said its ship was 
too big to enter Lampe¬ 
dusa, requiring the transfer 
from the Italian vessels, and 
had been ordered to an¬ 
other port on a "probation¬ 
ary confiscation." 

Salvini said the rescue ship 
should be taken out of use 
permanently and sunk. 
Salvini hastaken a hard-line 
against humanitarian res¬ 
cue operations, accusing 
them of aiding migrant traf¬ 
fickers in Libya who pack 
migrants into unsafe boats 
and launch them into the 
dangerous Mediterranean 
Sea. His position has cre¬ 
ated numerous standoffs 
with fellow European Union 
nations and humanitarian 
groupsasEurope struggled 
to decide where to bring 
the desperate migrants. 
Sea-Watch said it was the 
fourth migrant disembarka¬ 
tion in Italy from civilian res¬ 
cue ships this year, proving

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Ukraine presiderittakes politic a I stage in dramatic fashion

KIEV, Ukraine (AP) — 

Ukraine's new president, 
a comedian before he 
turned to statecraft, made 
a dramatic entrance to 
the political stage Monday 
by disbanding parliament 
minutes after his inaugura¬ 
tion. 

Volodymyr Zb le nskiy, who 
won 73% of the vote last 
month, justified his con¬ 
tentious decision on the 
grounds that the legisla¬ 
ture, controlled by allies 
of the man he defeated, 
is riddled with self-enrich¬ 
ment. 

Elections to the Supreme 
Rada were scheduled for 
Oct. 27, which raised the 
prospect of Zelenskiy strug¬ 
gling to enact his agenda 
in the face of a hostile par¬ 
liament over his first few 
months in power. 

A snap parliamentary elec¬ 
tion will be held within two 
months of his signing a for¬ 
mal dissolution decree. 
Zelenskiy, a comedian who 
played the role of a Ukraini¬ 
an president on a popular 
TV show for years, is gam¬ 
bling that his popularity will 
see the next parliament 
dominated by supporters 
of his agenda to reform 
Ukraine and steer a new 
path with Russia. 

Ze le nskiy sa id Ukra in ia n 
politics for the past quarter- 
century created "opportu¬ 


nities for kickbacks, money 
laundering and corruption." 
Zelenskiy's efforts follow re¬ 
peated attempts by the 
majority in the current par¬ 
liament to stymie his cam¬ 
paign promise for a new 
election. 

Since last month's election, 
Ze le nskiy's o p p o ne nts in the 
Rada sought to put off the 
inauguration close to the 
May 27 deadline by which 
the parliament can be dis¬ 
solved. 

And in a dramatic move 
last week, the Rada an¬ 
nounced the collapse of 


the ruling parliamentary 
coalition. According to par- 
lia menta ry rules, the c ha ru¬ 
ber can't be dissolved for 
30 days after the govern¬ 
ing coalition has been dis¬ 
banded. 

Zb le nskiy's su p p o rte rs a rg ue 
that the Rada's actions are 
legally void because the 
coalition had long ceased 
to exist and that the Ukrai¬ 
nian Constitution, unlike the 
Rada regulations, doesn't 
contain such a rule. 
Volodymyr Fesenko, head 
of the Kiev-based think- 
tank Penta, said Zblens- 


kiy's announcement shows 
"political will for radical 
change." 

'The legally dubious deci¬ 
sion to disband parliament 
will certainly be contested 
in court but Zblenskiy has 
shown that it is going to 
be him who will lay down 
the agenda and that he 
will dominate the political 
landscape,"he said, 
^lenskiy's landslide victory 
reflected Ukrainians' ex¬ 
haustion with widespread 
corruption and the coun¬ 
try's political elite. Before 
disbanding parliament, 


the 41-year-old Zalenskiy 
upended other Ukrainian 
political traditions on inau¬ 
guration day. 

He ditched the idea of a 
traditional motorcade to 
his inauguration, walking 
to the parliament in Kiev 
through a park pa eked with 
people. Flanked by four 
bodyguards, the beaming 
president-elect gave high- 
fives to some spectators, 
even stopping to take a 
selfie with one of them. 

At the end of his swearing- 
in ceremony, Zale nskiy 
asked the Supreme Rada 
to adopt a bill against il¬ 
legal enrichment and sup¬ 
port his motions to fire the 
country's defense minister, 
the head of the Ukrainian 
Security Service (SBU) and 
the Prosecutor General. 
All are allies of Zblenskiy's 
predecessor, Petro Porosh- 
enko. 

lhat'swhen he dropped his 
bombshell about dissolving 
parliament, ^lenskiy told 
lawmakers they only have 
a few weeks to support his 
motions, as that's as long as 
the current parliament has 
Two of the three officials

The White House an¬ 
nounced Sunday it will 
unveil the first phase of 
its long-awaited Mideast 
peace plan at the confer¬ 
ence, saying it will focus 
on economic benefits that 
could be reaped if the Is- 
raeli-Palestinian conflict is 
resolved. 

The plan envisions large- 
scale investment and in¬ 
frastructure work, much of 
it funded by wealthy Arab 
countries, in the Palestinian 
territories 

But officials say the June 
25-26 conference will not 
include the core political 
issues of the conflict: final 
borders, the status of Jeru¬ 
salem, the fate of Palestin¬ 
ian refugees or Israeli secu¬ 
rity demands 

"Any solution to the conflict 
in Palestine must be politi¬ 
cal... and based on ending 
the occupation," Shtayyeh 
said at a Palestinian Cabi¬ 
net meeting. 'The current 
financial crisis is a result 
of a financial war waged 
against us and we will not 


succumb to blackmailing 
and extortion and will not 
trade our national rights for 
money." 

President Donald Trump's 
Mideast envoy, Jason 
Greenblatt, said it was "dif¬ 
ficult to understand why 
the Palestinian Authority 
would reject a workshop 
designed to discuss a vision 
with the potential to radi¬ 
cally transform lives and 
put people on a path to¬ 
ward a brighter future." 
"History will judge the Pales¬ 
tinian Authority harshly for 
passing up any opportunity 
that could give the Pales¬ 
tinians something so very 
different, and something 
so very positive, compared 


to what they have today," 
Greenblatt said. 

In another setback, Bashar 
Masri, a Palestinian industri¬ 
alist with vast business hold¬ 
ings throughout the West 
Bank, said he had turned 
down an invitation to the 
conference. 

"I will not participate in this 
conference, and none 
of the representatives of 
our companies will partici¬ 
pate," he wrote on Face- 
book. 'We reaffirm our 
clear position: We will not 
deal with any event out¬ 
side the Palestinian nation¬ 
al consensus." 

The Palestinians severed 
ties with the U.S. over a 
yearago over Trump's rec¬ 


ognition of Jerusalem as 
Israel's capital. They have 
repeatedly expressed fears 
that the White House will try 
to buy them off with large 
sums of investment in ex¬ 
change for freezing their 
demands for an indepen¬ 
dent state. They believe the 
U.S. is trying to rally support 
from other Arab countries 
to bully them into accept¬ 
ing a plan that would legiti¬ 
mize the Israeli occupation. 
In a joint statement with 
Bahrain, the White House 
said the gathering will give 
government, civil and busi¬ 
ness leaders a chance to 
rally support for economic 
initiatives that could be 
possible with a peace 


agreement. 

'The Palestinian people, 
along with all people in 
the Middle East, deserve a 
future with dignity and the 
opportunity to better their 
li ve s," Tru m p's se n io r a d vise r 
and son-in-law, J a red Kush- 
ner, said in a statement 
Sunday. 

"Economic progress can 
only be achieved with a 
solid economic vision and if 
the core political issues a re 
resolved." 

The tiny island nation of 
Bahrain, off the coast of 
Saudi Arabia, has signaled 
its willingness to open rela¬ 
tions with Israel. Prominent 
rabbis in 2017 said King Ha¬ 
mad bin Isa Al Khalifa told 
them he hoped the Arab 
boycott of Israel would 
end. 

Bahrain hosts the U.S. Na¬ 
vy's Fifth Fleet and is a close 
ally of Saudi Arabia and 
the United Arab Emirates, 
which are widely believed 
to be seeking closer ties to 
Israel, viewing it as a po¬ 
tential ally against Iran, a 
shared enemy. 

Kushner and Greenblatt,

SRINAGAR, India (AP) — A 

prominent rights group in 
Indian-controlled Kash¬ 
mir is advocating for the 
United Nations to establish 
a commission of inquiry to 
investigate what it calls the 
endemic use of torture by 
government forces who 
have faced a decades- 
long anti-India uprising in 
the disputed region. 

Ihe J ammu-Kashmir Co¬ 
alition of Civil Society on 
Monday released a de¬ 
tailed report saying India is 
using torture asa "matterof 
policy" and "instrument of 
control" in Kashmir, where 
rebels have fought Indian 
role since 1989. 

'Torture is the most under¬ 
reported human rights vio¬ 
lation perpetrated by the 
state," the report noted. 
"Due to legal, political and 
moral impunity extended 
to the armed forces, not a 
single prosecution has tak¬ 
en place in any case of hu¬ 
man rights violations" in the 
region, the report said. 
Indian authorities said they 
would study the report be¬ 
fore commenting on it. In 
the past, officials have ac¬ 
knowledged torture exists 
in Kashmir but have denied 
that Indian forces strategi¬ 
cally use sexual and other 
abuses to control the pop¬ 
ulation. 

The 560-page report, re¬ 
searched for a decade, 
recommends an investiga¬ 
tion be led by the U.N. Of¬ 
fice of the High Commis¬ 
sioner for Human Rights It 
also urges India to ratify the 
U.N. Convention against 
torture and also allow glob¬ 
al rig htsgroups"unhindered 
access"to Kashmir. 

Last year, the U.N. in its first 


report on Kashmir called 
for an independent inter¬ 
national investigation into 
reports of rights violations 
like rape, torture and extra¬ 
judicial killingsin the region. 
Ihe report, which JKCCS 
helped with field research, 
particularly criticized Indian 
troops for firing shotgun 
pellets against protesters, 
blinding and maiming hun¬ 
dreds of people, including 
children. 

India rejected the U.N. re¬ 
port as'fallacious." 

Ihe new report includes432 
case studies involving tor¬ 
ture and maps trends and 
patterns, targets, perpetra¬ 
tors, locations and other 
details. The cases include 
293 civilians and 119 mili¬ 
tants, among others, and 
27 were minors when they 
were tortured. 

Juan E. Mendz, former U.N. 
special rapporteur on tor¬ 
ture, said the report would 
help draw attention to the 
need to express concern 
about India's human rights 


record. 

"Forthe worldwide struggle 
against torture, this report 
will constitute a landmark," 
Mendz, who teaches hu¬ 
man rights law at American 
University in Washington, 
wrote in the prologue of 
the report. "I am convinced 
that a report, when it is as 
rigorous, evidence-based 
and persuasive as this 
one is, constitutes a build¬ 
ing block towards public 
awareness of the tragedy 
of torture." 

J KCCS has written scathing 
reports in the past about 
the brutality by some of the 
hundreds of thousands of 
Indian troops stationed in 
the region and highlighted 
the widespread of powers 
granted to them, which 
has led to culture of impu¬ 
nity and rights a buses. They 
were first to publicize thou¬ 
sands of unmarked graves 
in remote parts of Kashmir 
and demand that they be 
investigated to determine 
who the dead were and 


how they were killed. 
Monday's report said the 
institutions of the state like 
legislature, executive, judi¬ 
ciary and armed forces use 
torture "in a systematic and 
institutional manner." 

India's clampdown has a 
long history in Kashmir and 
the conflict has existed 
since the late 1940s, when 
India and Pakistan won in¬ 
dependence from the Brit¬ 
ish empire and began fight¬ 
ing over rival claims to the 
Muslim-majority territory. 
The two rivals have fought 
two of their three subse¬ 
quent wars over Kashmir, 
and each administers a 
portion of the region. 

New Delhi initially grap¬ 
pled with largely peaceful 
anti-India movements in its 
controlled portion of Kash¬ 
mir. However, a series of 
political blunders, broken 
promisesand a crackdown 
against the dissent esca¬ 
lated the conflict into a 
full-blown armed rebellion 
against Indian control in 


1989 for a united Kashmir, 
either under Pakistan role 
or independent of both. 
Since then, about 70,000 
people have been killed in 
the conflict. 

Most Kashmiris resent the 
Indian troop presence and 
back rebel demands. 

India has long seen the 
Kashmiri struggle for self- 
determination as Islam¬ 
abad's proxy war against 
New Delhi. Rights groups 
have also criticized the 
conduct of militant groups, 
accusing them of carrying 
out human rights violations 
a gainst civilians. 

Kashmir is patrolled by 
military, paramilitary and 
armed police and remains 
one of the most militarized 
regions in the world. 

Coils of barbed wire and 
security checkpoints are 
common, and emergency 
laws grant government 
forces sweeping powers to 
search homes and make 
arrests without warrants 
and to shoot suspects on 
sight without fear of pros¬ 
ecution. 

In the past, the govern¬ 
ment has said the allega¬ 
tions are mostly separatist 
propaganda meant to de¬ 
monize troops. The Indian 
army previously said it has 
punished 59 soldiers in 25 
proven abuse cases, out 
of 995 complaints it has re¬ 
ceived. 

According to the report, 
the methods of torture after 
the eruption of armed re¬ 
bellion include stripping the 
detainees naked, rolling a 
heavy log on the legs, wa¬ 
terboarding, electrocution 
including of genitals, burn¬ 
ing of the body with hot 
objects, sleep deprivation, 
and sexual torture, includ¬ 
ing rape and sodomy.Q

Mexico President Andres 
Manuel Lopez Obrador 
said the plan laid out by 
the United Nations' Eco¬ 
nomic Commission for Latin 
America and the Carib¬ 
bean (ECLAC) was the 
United States' best option 
forstemming the flow of im¬ 
migrants 

"It goes to the root of the 
problem," Lopez Obrador 
said. "People migrate out of 
necessity, for a lackofjob 
opportunitiesorbecause of 


violence." 

The U.N.'s regional eco¬ 
nomic arm developed the 
plan after Lopez Obrador 
announced the idea ofde- 
veloping southern Mexico 
together with Guatemala, 
Honduras and El Salvador 
upon taking office in De¬ 


cember. 

"fhe diagnosis was that a 
lack of economic growth, 
staggering inequality, swol¬ 
len cities and ignored ru¬ 
ral areas, combined with 
droughts, floods, oppres¬ 
sive violence and the possi¬ 
bility of much higher pay in 


the U.S., propel hundredsof 
thousandsof people north. 
"We're not going to stop it 
at the end of the day, but 
we can certainly change 
the nature,"said Alicia Bar- 
cela, executive secretary 
of ECLAC. 

To do so, Mexico and the 


Northern Triangle govern¬ 
ments need to up their so- 
cial spending, create an 
environment for economic 
development, invest in the 
energy sector and improve 
logistics, Barcela said. They 
need to provide security 
fortheir people, better ad¬ 
dress natural disasters am¬ 
plified by climate change 
and integrate their econo¬ 
mies. 

Mexico foreign minister 
Marcelo Ebrard estimated 
the plan would require $10 
billion in annual investment 
overa decade. 

There are many obstacles, 
and many of the goals 
echo previous propos¬ 
als to develop the region. 
Creating an environment 
to attract international in¬ 
vestment requires tackling 
corruption. While Lopez 
Obrador has made that a 
priority of his young govern¬ 
ment, Guatemalan officiaIs 
are expelling a U.N. anti- 
corruption mission that has 
successfully helped prose¬ 
cute some of the country's 
most powerful figures^

Nicolas Maduro on Mon¬ 
day celebrated the anni¬ 
versary of his disputed re- 
election amid a growing 
humanitarian crisis and po¬ 
litical upheaval. 

Maduro tweeted that the 
May 20, 2018, election, was 
a 'Victory" for Venezuela ns, 
though the opposition and 
many countries have de¬ 
rided it as unfair. 

In a speech at a govern¬ 
ment-organized rally, Mad¬ 
uro said he is prepared to 
face the opposition in leg¬ 
islative elections, though 
he has made similar chal¬ 
lenges in the past while dis¬ 
missing allegations that his 
re-election was fixed. 

He referred to a recent ef¬ 
fort by Norway to mediate 
between Venezuela's op¬ 
posing factionsand said he 
favored dialogue, though 
critics accuse him of using 
past negotiations to play 
for time. 

'Why don't they respond 
when I make this propos¬ 


al?" Maduro said of his 
election offer to the oppo¬ 
sition, which is demanding 
that he step down to make 
way for a transitional gov¬ 
ernment before elections 
can be held. 


Meanwhile, members of a 
loyalist assembly assigned 
by Maduro to write a new 
constitution decided to ex¬ 
tend theirworkuntilthe end 
of 2020. The assembly rivals 
the opposition-controlled 


congress, headed by Juan 
Guaido, that says Maduro 
has steered Venezuela to¬ 
ward authoritarian rule and 
ruined the economy. 

The United States has im¬ 
posed sanctions on Ven¬ 


ezuela in a bid to unseat 
Maduro, compounding the 
problems of the country's 
deteriorating oil industry. 
Maduro says Guaido is a 
pawn in a U.S. coup plot. 
Also Monday, Carlos Vec- 
chio, a government oppo¬ 
nent who the U.S. recogniz¬ 
es as Venezuela's ambas¬ 
sador, met with Pentagon 
officials at the request of 
Guaido. The U.S. has insist¬ 
ed "all options" are on the 
table for dealing with Ven¬ 
ezuela's crisis and Guaido 
in recent weeks has pub¬ 
licly speculated about the 
idea of requesting foreign 
military assistance to help 
rid Venezuela of Maduro. 
Even so, the U.S. says it is 
focusing on diplomatic 
and economic pressure on 
Maduro, and there are no 
indications of any military 
buildup.

During one of these trips to Curacao, ap¬ 
proaching the plaza where all the slaves 
normally would be lined up, there he was, 
standing and staring at this noisy dock¬ 
ing ship that had just arrived full of slaves 
at the port in Willemstad. He stood there 
and could not believe hiseyesto see how 
cruel other human beings where treated 
and felt great compassion forone ofthem 
in particular. One who waswounded and 
that gave the impression to be educated 
and seemed to be a civilized person. Aru¬ 
ba had always treated those who were 
considered to be slaves very well. 

Miguel decided to try to convince the 
slave trader to sell him the slave for pea¬ 
nuts mentioning his dire conditions. So he 
opens his money pouch he carries on his 
waist, took out two tiny pieces of gold, 
a small and a bigger one and returns his 
pouch behind his poncho. He plays a lit¬ 
tle with the small nuggets in his hand like 
shaking a maraca and say "cuateronza," 
with this I will save this man's life. Now he 
thought, he still had to convince the mas- 
terofthe slavesthatthe slave he wanted 
to buy did not have much more time to 
live, and yes: fourouncesof gold did the 
job. 

Once that Mr. Alvarez got him, he imme¬ 
diately took him overto a friend'shouse in 
Curacao; there they took care of him fora 
week until the slave wasappearing better 
in orderto sail overto Aruba. 

When Alvarez and his slave arrived at Tara 
Tata beach thatthey called Playa, people 
congratulated him forthe good purchase 
the Fiscal had made, but Miguel told them 
that he had not bought that man, that he 
had only given them money so that the 
man could get his freedom. 

The inhabitants of Aruba saw that the 
slave, the man had done the sign ofthe 
holy cross the same way they do it them¬ 
selves and thought he must be a good 
person.The name of that freed slave was 
Crisostomo and so little by little Crisostomo 
was getting used to his new reality of life. 
Miguel Alvarez had a room build especial¬ 
ly for him in the town of Noord, close to his 
own house.

As time passes by he be¬ 
gan to leam the Spanish 
language, since Arawakan 
was too difficult and it be¬ 
came a secret language 
that was not shared with 
foreigners any more.

Crisostomo answered the 
people that asked him 
where he was originally 
from and that he came

more work in overthe com¬ 
ing days, given how little 
she's played on clay courts 
lately. 

As in: a total of just one 
match on the surface since 
last year's tournament at 
Roland Garros. Forever, it 
seems, Williams has been 
the woman to beat on 
the Grand Slam stage, 
provided she is in the field 
and is healthy. No one re¬ 
ally knowsthistime just how 
ready she is 

'We just don't know her 
p hysic a I sta tus a t this po int," 
18-time major champion 
Chris Evert said in a tele¬ 
phone interview. 'She relies 
so much on the physical- 
ity of her game and her 
movement and her sprint¬ 
ing and just her court cov¬ 
erage and setting up those 
big shots. Her legs a re vital 
to hergame. I don't know if 
we've seen herlOO percent 
since the beginning of the 
year." 

With the French Open set 


to start Sunday, the 10th- 
ranked Williams has played 
only nine matches in 2019. 
Five were at the Australian 
Open inJ anuary, when she 
lost to Karolina Pliskova in 
the quarterfinals after blow¬ 
ing a 5-1, 40-30 lead in the 
third set and four match 
points in all. 

She retired from a match 
at Indian Wells, citing an 
illness, then withdrew from 
tournaments in Miami and 
Rome, citing her knee. 

"I haven't played a ton of 
matches this year. Not my 
choice; just by force," Wil¬ 


liams said after her lone 
clay appearance, an 
opening victory at the 
Italian Open before she 
pulled out ahead of what 
would have been a match 
against her older sister, Ve¬ 
nus "I really, really actually 
desperately wanted to be 
on the tour and to be play¬ 
ing, but it hasn't been able 
to workout." 

The red clay used in Paris 
never has been the most 
natural surface for suc¬ 
cess for Williams, in part 
because it slows down 
her massive serves and 


ground strokes that earn so 
many quick pointson grass 
or hard courts. 

"Remember, she hits the 
ball very early and very 
flat. So if she doesn't have 
control of her body, many 
errors will come," Interna¬ 
tional Tennis Hall of Fame 
coach Nick Bollettieri said, 
"because she'snotgoing to 
push a ball." 

Still, it's a testament to her 
greatness that Williams did 
manage to win three titles 
in France, part of her haul 
of 23 Grand Slam singles 
trophies lhat's a record in 


the professional era, which 
began in 1968, and one 
shy of Margaret Court's all- 
time mark. "She takes great 
pride in Grand Slams and 
her lead-in has not been 
up to her high standards," 
Evert sa id. "It's a II a bout the 
knee, which hasbeen nag¬ 
ging her. It is a concern, 
especially now on the clay, 
where you've got to move 
more to win a point. You 
use your legs, your knees, 
more than on any other 
surface." 

Here's the thing: Williams 
is not just any player, of 
course. 

After 16 months away from 
Grand Slam competition 
because of herpregnancy 
and the birth of herdaugh- 
ter in September 2017, Wil¬ 
liams showed up in Pa risa 
yearago and looked to be 
approaching the height 
of her powers right away. 
She knocked off a pair of 
seeded women to set up 
a showdown against Ma¬ 
ria Sharapova in the fourth 
round, but then pulled out 
because of a chest muscle 
injury. Williams would go on 
to reach the finals at Wim¬ 
bledon and the U.S. Open 
before coming up just short 
of her 24th major trophy 
each time. 

That showed what she's still 
capable of doing, even 
without much prep work. 
"Serena's always — always 
— someone that you're 
thinking about in the draw.

CONCORD, N.C. (AP) — 

Kyle Larson was among 
NASCAR'S rising young stars 
in 2017 with four victories 
and his second straight 
playoff appearance. Then 
came a 20-month winless 
drought that left him and 
his Chip Ganassi Racing 
team searching for an¬ 
swers. 

Larson believes he found 
several during a break¬ 
through weekend at Char¬ 
lotte MotorSpeedway. 

He became just the sec¬ 
ond driver to win the Mon¬ 
ster Energy Open to get 
into the All-Starrace before 
outlasting Kevin Harvick 
and Kyle Busch to win the 
main event and $1 million 
first prize Saturday night. 

The 26-year-old Larson un¬ 
derstands he has much 
more to prove before de¬ 
claring a turnaround, start¬ 
ing this week with the Co¬ 
ca-Cola 600, also at CMS. 
Still, it was a satisfying mo¬ 
ment in more than a sea¬ 
son of struggles. 

"In losing close races, I feel 
like I've done a good job 
of not getting stressed out," 
Larson said. "With those 
losses that I've had, you 
grow from each and every 
one of them." 


Larson has certainly had 
difficult moments since tak¬ 
ing the checkered flag at 
Richmond in September 
2017. Perhaps the most 
memorable came atTalla- 
dega Superspeedway last 
month when his No. 42 lift¬ 
ed off the track, struck the 
interior wall head on and 
went on a slow series of 
barrel rolls before stopping. 
Larson was not hurt in the 
frightening incident that 
might have unhinged some 
drivers with less resolve. 
'That wasn't the first flip I've 
ever had," he said. "I don't 
getscared from it. Itdoesn't 
rough me up. It doesn't 
botherme. Thankfully, I was 
uninjured, other than a stiff 
neck for a couple of days, 
so that a Iso helps." 

Larson said it'sthe problems 
on the track, like accidents 
that left him 39th in Texas 
and 37th at Richmond this 
season, that stick with him. 
'That stuff's harder to over¬ 
come more than flipping 
down the back stretch," he 
said. 

Things began looking up 
at Dover this month with 
a third-place finish. He fol¬ 
lowed with another top-10 
at Kansas to head to Char¬ 
lotte with a belief things 
were improving. 

Larson took the win in the 


Open, where three driv¬ 
ers advance into the main 
feature. He kept his cool 
— and stayed out of trou¬ 
ble — during the first three 
stages of the All-Star race 
before moving from sixth to 
the frontwith a tremendous 
push from Harvick on a re¬ 
start 12 laps from the end. 
Larson held off Harvick and 
Busch forthe win. 

Larson discovered quickly 
he's got work to do for a 
fourth straight playoff ap¬ 
pearance. The All-Star win 
neither locked him into the 
field norgave him precious 
playoff points He thinks 
his entire organization will 
have a boost heading into 
the rest of the season. 
Larson's crew chief, Chad 
Johnston, said the team's 
frustrations were with re¬ 
sults, not abilities. A win¬ 
ning attitude never wa¬ 
vered, even if the wins 
didn't come. "We definitely 
haven't started off like we 
wanted to,"Johnston said. 
"But normally, we start off 
pretty well and don't wind 
up finishing well.

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FI champion and aviation entrepreneur Niki Lauda dies at 70

BERLIN (AP) — Three-time 
Formula One world cham¬ 
pion Niki Lauda, who won 
two of his titles after a hor¬ 
rific crash that left him with 
serious bums and went on 
to become a prominent 
figure in the aviation indus¬ 
try, has died. He was 70. 

The Austria Press Agen¬ 
cy reported that Lauda's 
family said in a statement 
he "passed away peace¬ 
fully" on Monday. Walter 
Klepetko, a doctor who 
performed a lung trans¬ 
plant on Lauda last year, 
said Tuesday: "Niki Lauda 
has died. I have to confirm 
that." 

Lauda won the FI drivers' 
championship in 1975 and 
1977 with Ferrari and again 
in 1984with McLaren. 

In 1976, he was badly 
burned when he crashed 
during the German Grand 
Prix but made an astonish¬ 
ingly fast return to racing 
just six weeks later. 

Lauda remained closely 
involved with the Formula 
One circuit after retiring as 
a driver in 1985, and in re¬ 
cent years served as the 
non-executive chairman of 
the Mercedesteam. 

Bom on Feb. 22, 1949 into 
a wealthy Vienna industrial 
family, Nikolaus Andreas 
Lauda was expected to 
follow his father's footsteps 
into the paper-manufac¬ 


turing industry, but instead 
concentrated his business 
talents and determination 
on his dreams of becoming 
a racing driver. 

Lauda financed his early 
career with the help of a 
string of loans, working his 
way through the ranks of 
Formula 3 and Formula 2. 
He made his Formula 1 de¬ 
but forthe March team at 
the 1971 Austrian Grand 
Prix and picked up his first 
points in 1973 with a fifth- 
place finish for BRM in Bel¬ 
gium. 

Lauda joined Ferrari in 1974, 


winning a Grand Prixforthe 
first time that year in Spain 
and his first drivers' title with 
five victories the following 
season. 

Facing tough competi¬ 
tion from McLaren'sJ ames 
Hunt, he appeared on 
course to defend his title 
in 1976 when he crashed 
at the Nuerburgring dur¬ 
ing the German Grand Prix. 
Several drivers stopped to 
help pull him from the burn¬ 
ing car, but the accident 
would scar him for life. The 
baseballcap Lauda almost 
always wore in public be¬ 


came a personal trade¬ 
mark. 

'The main damage, I think 
to myself, was lung dam¬ 
age from inhaling all the 
flames and fumes while 
I was sitting in the car for 
about 50 seconds," he re¬ 
called nearly a decade 
later. "It was something like 
800 degrees" 

Lauda fell into a coma fora 
time. He said that 'forthree 
or four days it was touch 
and go." 

'Then my lungs recovered 
and I got my skin grafts 
done, then basically there 


was nothing left," he add¬ 
ed. "I was really lucky in a 
way that I didn't do any 
(other) damage to myself. 
So the real question was 
then will I be able to drive 
again, because certainly 
it was not easy to come 
backaftera race like that." 
Lauda made his come¬ 
back just six weeks after 
the crash, finishing fourth 
at Monza afterovercoming 
his initial fears. 

He recalled "shaking with 
fear" as he changed into 
second gear on the first 
day of practice and think¬ 
ing, "I can't drive." 

The next day, Lauda said 
he "started very slowly try¬ 
ing to get all the feelings 
back, especially the confi¬ 
dence that I'm capable of 
driving these cars again." 
The result, he said, boosted 
his confidence and after 
fourorfive races"! had ba¬ 
sically overcome the prob¬ 
lem of having an accident 
and everything went back 
to normal." 

He won his second cham¬ 
pionship in 1977 before 
switching to Brabham and 
then retiring in 1979 to con¬ 
centrate on setting up his 
airline, Lauda Air, declaring 
that he "did n't want to drive 
around in circlesany more." 
Lauda came out of retire¬ 
ment in 1982 after a big- 
money offerfrom McLaren, 
reportedly about $3 million 
a year.Q

Huawei could quickly lose 
its grip on the No. 2 rank¬ 
ing in worldwide cellphone 
sales after Google an¬ 
nounced it would comply 
with U.S. government re¬ 
strictions meant to punish 
the Chinese tech power¬ 
house. 

The Trump administration's 
move, which effectively 
bars U.S. firms from selling 
components and software 
to Huawei, ups the ante 
in a trade war between 
Washington and Beijing 
that partly reflects a strug¬ 
gle for global economic 
and technological domi¬ 
nance. 

Google said it would con¬ 
tinue to support existing 
Huawei smartphones but 
future deviceswill not have 
its flagship appsand servic¬ 
es, including maps, Gmail 
and search. Only basic ser¬ 
vices would be available 
for future versions of the 
Android operating system 
on Huawei'ssmartphones. 
Though the U.S. Commerce 
Department grants excep¬ 
tions, the ban announced 
last week on all purchases 
of U.S. technology is thus 
apt to badly hurt Huawei, 
analysts say. 


Washington claims Huawei 
poses a national security 
threat, and its placement 
on the so-called Entity Ust 
by the Trump administra¬ 
tion lastweekiswidely seen 
as intended to persuade 
resista nt U.S. a Hies in Europe 
to exclude Huawei equip¬ 
ment from their next-gen¬ 
eration wireless networks, 
known as5G. 

'This is major crisis for Hua¬ 
wei. Instead of being the 
world's largest handset 
manufacturer this year, it 
will struggle to stay two, but 
probably fall behind," ana¬ 
lyst Roger Entner said. "How 
competitive is a smart¬ 
phone without the most 
well-known and popular 
apps?" 

Huawei will likely use its 
own, stripped-down ver¬ 
sion of Android, whose ba¬ 
sic code is provided free 
of charge by Google. But 
the Mountain View, Califor¬ 
nia, company said Huawei 
would not be authorized to 
use other Google software 
and services if the sanctions 
go forward asannounced. 
Google could seek ex¬ 
emptions, but would not 
comment on whether it 
planned to do so. 

Entner, founder of Recon 


Analytics, said Google it¬ 
self won't feel a large di¬ 
rect impact, "asconsumers 
will shift to other Android 
devices. The biggest con¬ 
cern is not to be caught in 
the crossfire of two govern¬ 
ments" 

Gartner analyst Tuong 
Nguyen said 48% of Hua- 
wei's phone shipments last 
year were outside of Chi¬ 
na and the company will 
need to scramble not to 
lose market share. 

Samsung led global smart¬ 
phone sa les in the first quar- 
terof this year with a 23.1% 
share. Huawei was second 
with 19% followed by Ap¬ 
ple at 11.7% according to 
IDC. 

Hua wei's smartphone sales 
in the U.S. are tiny — and 
the Chinese company's 
footprint in telecommuni¬ 
cations networks is limited 
to smaller wireless and in¬ 
ternet providers— so any 
impact on U.S. consumers 
of a Google services cutoff 
would be slight. 

Hardware suppliers led by 
Qualcomm, Broadcom 
and Intel would also be 
forced to halt shipments 
to Huawei underthe Com¬ 
merce Department rule, 
which requires a II U.S. tech¬ 


nology sales to the com¬ 
pany to obtain U.S. gov¬ 
ernment approval unless 
exceptionsare made. 

The global risk assessment 
outfit Eurasia Group said 
the Commerce Depart¬ 
ment was expected to set 
a 90-day grace period this 
week. Department officials 
did not immediately return 
phone calls and emails 
seeking comment. 

In a report, Eurasia Group 
said that if the Commerce 
Department sanction pro¬ 
cess helps persuade Euro¬ 
pean carriers to shun Hua¬ 
wei equipment, a full ban 
on purchases of U.S. tech¬ 
nology products and ser- 
vicescould be avoided. 
Google, a unit of Alphabet 
Inc., said in a statement late 
Sunday that it wascomply- 
ing with and "reviewing the 
implications" of the require¬ 
ment for export licenses 
for technology sales to 
Huawei, which took effect 
Thursday. "For users of our 
services, Google Play and 
the security protections 
from Google Play Protect 
will continue to function on 
existing Huawei devices," it 
added. 

The U.S. government says 
Chinese suppliers including 


Huawei and its smaller rival, 
ZTE Corp., pose an espio¬ 
nage threat because they 
are beholden to China's 
ruling Communist Party. 
But American offic ia Is have 
presented no evidence 
of any Huawei equipment 
serving as intentional con¬ 
duits for espionage by Bei¬ 
jing. 

Huawei, headquartered in 
the southern city of Shen¬ 
zhen near Hong Kong, 
reported earlier that its 
worldwide sales rose 19.5% 
last yea rover 2017 to 721.2 
billion ($105.2 billion). Profit 
rose 25.1% to 59.3 billion 
yuan ($8.6 billion). 

Huawei smartphone ship¬ 
ments rose 50% in the first 
three months of 2019 to 
59.1 million, compared 
with a year earlier, while 
the global industry's total 
fell 6.6% according to IDC. 
Shipments from Samsung 
and Apple both declined. 
Huawei defended itself 
Monday as "one of An¬ 
droid's key global partners." 
The company said it helped 
to develop a system that 
"benefited both users and 
the industry." 

"We will continue to build a 
safe and sustainable soft¬ 
ware ecosystem, in order 
to provide the best experi¬ 
ence for all users globally," 
the company said. 

A foreign ministry spokes¬ 
man, Lu Kang, said China 
will "monitor the develop¬ 
ment of the situation" but 
gave no indication how 
Beijing might respond. 

The U.S. order took effect 
Thursday and requires gov¬ 
ernment approval for all 
purchases of American 
microchips, software and 
other components globally 
by Huawei and 68 affiliated 
businesses. Huawei says 
that amounted to $11 bil¬ 
lion in goods last year. 

That could certainly create 
some collateral damage 
for U.S. companies. The 
California chipmaker Xilinx 
Inc. tumbled 4% Monday. 
David Wong, an analyst 
with Nomura, said Xilinx has 
benefited from demand

Tec hnology stoc ks push the market lower, extending losses

Technology companies 
led a broad slide in stocks 
Monday afternoon on Wall 
Street, extending the mar¬ 
ket's losses into another 
week. 

Ihe U.S. decision to ban 
technology sales to China's 
Huawei hammered the 
technology sector, partic¬ 
ularly chipmakers. About 
one-third of Huawei's sup¬ 
pliers are American chip- 
makers and investors are 
worried that the action 
against Huawei could 
crimp sales for companies 
with revenue heavily tied 
to China. 

Broadcom and Qualcomm 
are both Huawei suppliers 
and each get at least half 
their revenue from China. 
"Theirstocks, along those of 
most other major chipma k- 
ers slumped. 

"The Huawei ban is also 
adding more anxiety to 
a market worried about 
further escalations in the 
trade war between the 
U.S. and China. Both sides 
have gone back and forth 
raising additional tariffs on 
each other’sgoodsThe un¬ 
certainty is putting a dent 
in investor confidence and 
has pushed stocks lower 
the last two weeks 
The S&P 500 has fa lien 3.4% 
so far this month, taking a 
bit of the shine off a stellar 
start to the year. The index 
is still up 13.5% yea rto date. 
Apple fell 3.5% Monday 
and was the biggest drag 


on the Dow J ones Industrial 
Average. Alphabet Inc., 
Google's parent company, 
slid 2.1% after it indicated 
that it would have to cut 
some features on Huawei 
smartphones. Other com¬ 
munications stocks moved 
lower. Facebook dropped 
1.5% and Comcast gave 
up 1.9% 

Consumer-focused stocks 
also fell. Starbucks was 
among the big dec liners, 
shedding 2.4% 

American Airlines had the 
steepest decline among 
major airlines after Mor¬ 
gan Stanley warned that it 
faces higher labor costs on 
top of higherfuel costs. The 
stockwasdown 2.6% 
T-Mobile and Sprint gained 
on hopesthatan expected 


favorable regulatory de¬ 
cision will speed up their 
$26.5 billion merger. 

Banks and other financial 
stocks were the best per¬ 
formers. Capital One Finan¬ 
cial added 1% 

Utilities also eked out gains 
as investors looked for less- 
risky holdings. Utilities typi¬ 
cally benefit when inves¬ 
tors are concerned about 
a slowdown in economic 
growth and want to put 
their money into safer hold¬ 
ings. 

Companiesare nearing the 
end of the latest earnings 
season. The results have 
not been as bad as Wall 
Street feared, with profit in 
the broad S&P 500 index 
contracting less than 1% 
Home repair and supplies 


behemoth Home Depot 
will report its quarterly re¬ 
sults Tuesday and retail gi¬ 
ant Target will report results 
Wednesday.

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States turn to dionesto predict avalanches, spotwildlife

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — In 

Utah, drones are hovering 
near avalanches to watch 
roaring snow. In North Car¬ 
olina, they're searching for 
the nests of endangered 
birds In Kansas, they could 
soon be identifying sick 
cows through heat signa¬ 
tures. 

Public transportation agen¬ 
cies are using drones in 
nearly every state, accord¬ 
ing to a new survey by the 
American Association of 
State Highway and Trans¬ 
portation Officials, "fhe re¬ 
port released Mondayfinds 
a sharp increase in their 
use over the last few years, 
showing that governments 
as well as hobbyists have 
rapidly adopted the tech¬ 
nology. 

In 2016, the nonprofit group 
found no state transpor¬ 
tation agency was using 
drones every day. Now, 36 
states have certified drone 
pilots on staff. When the sur¬ 
vey was done this month, 
all but one state was using 
drones in some way. Since 
then, the lone holdout — 
Rhode Island — hasbought 
a drone, group spokesman 
Tony Dorsey said. 

The small, unmanned air¬ 
craft are often used for 
mundane tasks, like inspect¬ 
ing bridgesand roads. With 
sophisticated camerasand 
thermal technology, they 
can detect tiny cracks and 


identify potential potholes 
before they're visible to the 
human eye. 

'You've seen the cost of 
drones come down signifi¬ 
cantly, and the capabilities 
thatcome along with some 
drones increase significant¬ 
ly as well," said the group's 
executive director, Jim Ty- 
mon. 

Drones have raised privacy 
concerns, but Tymon said 
new technology lets them 
be programmed to avoid 
entering certain spaces. 
Drones also have caused 
their share of headaches 
for officials over the years 
as personal devicesforced 
the grounding of planes at 


airports or those fighting 
wildfires. 

But they can be useful for 
work that's dangerous for 
people. In Utah, drones re¬ 
cord from the air as state 
workers set off planned 
avalanches, allowing them 
to watch the slides close 
up in real time, said Jared 
Esselman, director of aero- 
nauticsatthe state Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation. 
Drones also can measure 
snow and other elements 
of the state's rugged terrain 
to keep them from block¬ 
ing roads or other infra¬ 
structure. 

'We can predict not only 
snow slides, but mudslides 


and water runoff as the 
snow melts," Esselman said. 
"Drones are a perfect tool 
for any job that is danger- 
ousordirty." 

When a mudslide cut off 
access to a city about two 
years ago, Idaho sent a 
drone up to pinpoint the 
best spot to use heavy ma¬ 
chinery to clear the road, 
said Brian Ness, director of 
the Idaho Transportation 
Department. 

In North Carolina, drones 
are finding the nests of 
endangered species like 
the red-cockaded wood¬ 
pecker, said Basil Yap, 
unmanned aerial systems 
program manager at the 


state's transportation de¬ 
partment. 

People used to fan out in 
helicopters or all-terrain 
vehicles to check for evi¬ 
dence of the protected 
birds before building new 
projects, but the drones 
can do the job quickerwith 
less disruption, Yap said. 
'There's little to no noise 
compared to a helicopter," 
he said. 

They're also used to check 
for protected bats nest¬ 
ing under bridges and to 
spray herbicide on invasive 
pla nts near shorelines. 

North Carolina is one of 
three states working with 
the Federal Aviation Ad¬ 
ministration to test drones 
beyond the operator's line 
of sight, at night and over 
people. The FAA does not 
usually allow those uses 
without a special waiver. 
Also part of the program 
is Kansas, where workers 
are using drones to create 
sophisticated fanning pro¬ 
grams and monitor cattle 
heat signatures to prevent 
any illnesses from spread¬ 
ing. 

A number of states a re be¬ 
ginning to explore how to 
regulate a flood of private 
drone traffic expected in 
the future. In Ohio, the state 
is working on an air-traffic 
control system called Sky- 
Vision, which would allow 
dronesto detectand avoid 
other a ire raft in flightO

CHICAGO (AP) — A wildlife 
biologist has taken prai¬ 
rie chickens from Kansas, 
which has a more robust 
population, and released 
them in Illinois in an effort to 
boost the population ofthe 
endangered birds. 

The birds once numbered 
in the millions across the 
state but there are now 
about200left, the Chicago 
Tribune reported. This week, 
the United Nations' Inter¬ 
governmental Science-Pol¬ 
icy Platform on Biodiversity 
and Ecosystem Services 
published a pioneering sci¬ 
entific study on biodiversity, 
which showed that 1 million 


speciesglobally remain im¬ 
periled. The loss of species 
is a danger to biodiversity 
thathasa directimpacton 
waterquality, food security 
and ultimately human sur¬ 
vival, the report indicated. 
Susan Casey-Lefkowitz, 
chief program officer of 
the Natural Resources De¬ 
fense Council, asserted the 
substantial numbers sound 
a call for action around 
the world. Casey-Lefkowitz 
added that call for action 
includes the remaining 
prairie chic kens in Illinois 
Bob Gillespie, a wildlife biol¬ 
ogist with the Illinois Depart¬ 
ment of Natural Resources 


and manageratthe Prairie 
Ridge State Natural Area 
near Newton, said he at¬ 
tributes his commitment 
to conserving the prairie 
chickens to his father, J im 
Gillespie. J im worked on a 
sweeping study of greater 
prairie chicken nesting be¬ 
havior that chronicled the 
precise types of nesting 
materials and surrounding 
plants that were ideal for 
the birds That work proved 
to be a blueprintforhisson, 
who now overseesthe Prai¬ 
rie Ridge grasslands to the

IDS ANGELES (AP) — Ac¬ 
tress Julianna Margulies 
knew she was claustropho¬ 
bic. But she didn't realize 
just how muc h until she ha d 
to weara sealed, full-body 
biosafety suit while filming 
the upcoming limited series 
'The Hot Zone." 

Margulies had to spend 
hours in the suit while film¬ 
ing the six-part show about 
how the deadly Ebola vi- 
rusappeared on U.S. soil in 
1989. 

"I hated it," Margulies said 
in a recent interview. 'You 
immediately start to sweat. 
You are ensconced in rub¬ 
ber. There's two fans keep¬ 
ing the airventilating so you 
can't hear yourself think 
and you can't hearanyone 
else, so you're sort of look¬ 
ing at everyone but you're 
isolated. It's a very lonely, 
strange experience." 

It was so intense, she said, 
that she cried on camera 
three times, "not when I was 
supposed to." 

"I'm very claustrophobic," 


she said. "Didn't realize how 
muc h until they zipped that 
thing up." 

But Margulies said the story 
she was helping tell was 
worth the stress. She plays 


Nancy Jaax, a veterinary 
pathologist with the U.S. 
Army faced with contain¬ 
ing the highly contagious 
Ebola virus when monkeys 
shipped from the Philip¬ 


pines began testing posi¬ 
tive at a facility in Reston, 
Virginia. 

"What drew me to this story 
was the fact that Ebola hit 
U.S. soil in 1989 and I didn't 


know anything about it," 
she said. 'To me it was al¬ 
ways this thing way off in 
Africa — didn't affect me. 
When I read the book and 
the first fourscriptsthey sent 
me, I realized this is a global 
problem." 

Margulies, 52, said she 
hopesthe show helps shine 
a lighton the problem, and 
the fact that "we need to 
stand behind our scientists 
and start supporting the re¬ 
search. 

'Without it, it could be the 
way we all go," she said. "It 
wipes out villages in min¬ 
utes." 

Margulies consulted with 
Jaax about the hazmat 
suit, asking her how she 
handled it and what she 
would think about when 
putting one on to handle 
the world'sdeadliestviruses 
at the United States Army 
Medical Research Institute 
of Infectious Diseases in 
Maryland. "I said, 'Were you 
thinking of your life? Ufe 
and death? How were you 
rationalizing that in your 
head?"' Marguliessaid.Q

The Tony-nominated "Bee¬ 
tlejuice" is a stage adapta¬ 
tion of the Tim Burton dark 
comedy. It tells the story of 
Lydia Deetz, a teenager 
obsessed with death. Her 
new house is ha unted by a 
recently deceased couple 
and Beetlejuice, a delight¬ 
ful demon with a real zest 
for life. 

Brightman has earned a 
Tony nomination for the 


role but it's come at a cost. 
"Right, now I'm very Meth¬ 
od. Now I wake up in the 
makeup. My wife's very 
unhappy. I have no more 
friends because I tend to 
just be the characterallthe 
time," Brig htman joked. 


The show is more than a 
musical version of the mov¬ 
ie. It's got magic tricks, pup¬ 
pets, pyrotechnics, and big 
dance numbers, too, and 
all that requires extraordi¬ 
nary precision to keep ev¬ 
erything on track. 


Sitting on the stage, So¬ 
phia Anne Caruso, who 
plays Lydia, pointed out 
something the audience 
doesn't know about the 
set's couch. Specifically, 
how pungent it is. 

"It smells like dirty dancers," 


Caruso said. 'We all sweat 
on it a lot." 

While not sure how of¬ 
ten the couch is cleaned, 
Brightman says it adds 'to 
the charm of thisset."Then, 
Caruso proceeded to run 
and jump on the couch, 
showing itstrampolining at¬ 
tributes.

Walking backstage, Ca¬ 
ruso makes a stop at her 
favorite puppet, a giant 
sand worm that nearly fills 
the stage.

Swinton's then 21-year-old 
daughter, Honor Swinton 
Byrne, who'd appeared in 
one film asa child and had 
no plans to be an actress. 
The result is a fairly smash¬ 
ing debut, a performance 
so genuine, detailed and 
lived-in that Swinton Byrne 
may have the film world 
begging her to reconsider

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her plans to study psychol¬ 
ogy and neuroscience at 
university. 

One of Hogg's key assets 
here is having a real-life 
motherand daughterduo; 
rarely has a film portrayed 
so authentically the give- 
and-take, the push-and- 
pull that occurs specifically 
between a middle-aged 
parent and their young- 
adult offspring. "I think 
you should go to bed." "I 
thought you might need 
this lamp I bought you." 
"Mum, I need some mon¬ 
ey." "Oh. Again?" It all feels 
so natural, it's as if we're 
peering through the win¬ 
dow blinds with binoculars 
and should be arrested for 
spying. 

Anotherreason the film has 
such an authentic feel is 
that much of the dialogue 
is clearly improvised. The 
purpose isn't always clear; 
you need to sit back and 
slow down your pulse to 
watch this type of filmmak¬ 
ing. Hogg hasa plan, but it 
unfolds slowly. 

As we meet J ulie, she's 
pitching her first feature, 
based in the shipbuilding 
city of Sunderland in north¬ 
ern England — a world far 
from her own privileged 
comer of Knightsbridge in 
London. 

Julie is all earnest ambi¬ 
tion, but lacks assurance. 
Then she meets Anthony, 


her polar opposite: all self- 
satisfaction and intellectual 
swagger, he takes swigs of 
his cigarette and makes 
pronouncements on life, 
art, and Julie. The young 
man works for the Foreign 
Office — or so he says — 
and, as portrayed by rogu¬ 
ishly handsome Tom Burke, 
is both comforting and 
frightening at once. 

It begins platonically, with 
discussionsaboutart. When 
Anthony comes to stay in 
J ulie's London flat, the two 
share her bed — chastely 
— and engage in charming 
friend-banter about who's 
taking up more room. 

But it's also clear, at least 
to us, that Anthony's even¬ 
tually planning to seduce 
Julie, and we wince in an¬ 
ticipation. We especially 
cringe when he brings her 
some sexy lingerie asa gift, 
launching the sexual rela¬ 
tionship we know will bring 
her pain. And that's even 
before we learn that An- 
thony'sa heroin addict. 

We can only steel our¬ 
selves as we watch Julie 
fall ever deeper, against 
her own judgment. When 
she comes home one day 
and he informs her they've 
been robbed, with all her 
jewelry gone, it's somehow 
SHE who ends up comfort¬ 
ing HIM. At another point, 
when he admits to some 
reprehensible behavior, 


she actually apologizes for 
being angry. 

Meanwhile, Julie's borrow¬ 
ing money from her well- 
meaning mother, so she 
can give Anthony money. 
Anthony falls deeper into 
the scourge of his addic¬ 
tion, and J ulie can't find a 
way to shake off his hold. 
It's excruciating to watch. 
Yet another reason for the 
genuine feel of Hogg's 
work stems from her acute 
attention to physical detail. 
She's based Julie's apart¬ 
ment on her own student 
digs, recreated down to 
the views from the win¬ 
dows The soundtrack is 
full of period-appropriate 
gems like J oe J ackson's "Is 
She Really Going Out With 
Him?" — definitely an ap¬ 
propriate question here. 
'We can all be sincere, but 
what's it all for?" Anthony 
says to J ulie at one point, 
referring in a typically snob¬ 
bish way to he rfilm aesthet¬ 
ic. But sincerity is what an¬ 
chors this film — especially 
Swinton Byrne's astonish¬ 
ingly sincere performance. 
Bring on the sequel. And 
maybe neuroscience can 
wait. 'The Souvenir,"an A24 
release, is rated R by the 
Motion Picture Association 
of America 'Tor some sexu¬ 
ality, graphic nudity, drug 
material and language."

In a 2017 writeup, C lark Wa¬ 
terfall, founderof the exec¬ 
utive search firm BSG Team 
Ventures, argued that 
magnetic leaders come 
with drawbacks.

teams. Leaders with cha¬ 
risma can create a culture 
of 'followers,' rather than 
young, budding leaders." 
Replacing charismatic

cession crises, Waterfall 
wrote. 

WAIT. WHO NAMED A MON¬

Ser Bronn of the Black- 
water — an assassin and 
bodyguard always ready 
to offer his services to the 
highest bidder — wouldn't 
seem the obvious choice 
to oversee the realm's fi¬ 
nances. But there he is 
in the first meeting of the 
post-Dany Small Council, 
already taking an outsize 
interest in financing the re¬ 
construction of the King's 
Landing's brothels, estab¬ 
lishments that he once pa¬ 
tronized with considerable 
frequency and enthusiasm.

will not limp. Nothing can 
then delay for very long 
that final civil war between 
the forces of Reaction and 
the despairing convulsions 
of Revolution, before which 
the horrors of the late Ger¬ 
man wa r will fade into noth¬ 
ing, and which will destroy, 
whoever is victor, the civili¬ 
zation and the progress of 
our generation." The Allies 
learned. After World War 

II, America led the rebuild¬ 
ing of defeated Germany 
and Japan. Both turned 
into economic powerhous¬ 
es and pillars of a post-war 
democratic order in the in¬ 
dustrialized worid.Q

HORNSTRANDIR, Iceland 
(AP) —The passengerboat 
anivesatthe bottom ofVei- 
dileysufjordur, a short inlet 
with a long name, to drop 
off backpackersfora multi¬ 
day trek. A weather-beat¬ 
en group that's completed 
the trip waits to board, ea- 
gerto get back to a part of 
Iceland where they can re¬ 
connect with the world via 
Wi-Fi. 

By boat, that will take 
a bout a half-hour. No roads 
lead to the Nordic coun¬ 
try's northernmost penin¬ 
sula, a rugged glacial hom 
that reaches for the Arctic 
Circle. Making a phone 
call requires walking up a 
mountain for a cell signal 
so weak, clouds seem ca¬ 
pable of blocking it. 

But internet service soon 
could be reaching the 
Homstrandir Nature Re¬ 
serve, one ofthe lastdigital- 
free frontiers in what might 
be the world's most-wired 
nation. The possibility has 
most hikers, park rangers 
and summer residents wor¬ 
ried that email, news and 
social media will destroy a 
way of life thatdependson 
the absence of all three. 
'We see a growing appre¬ 
ciation for the lack of on¬ 
line connection," Environ¬ 
ment Agency of Iceland 
ranger Vesteinn Runarsson, 
who patrols the peninsula's 
southern end on his own. 
"Looking to the future, we 
want to keep Homstrandir 
special in that way." 
fhe area has long resisted 
cell towers, but commer¬ 
cial initiatives could take 
the decision out of Iceland¬ 


ers' hands and push Hom¬ 
strandir across the digital 
divide. 

Companies such as Elon 
Musk's SpaceX are racing 
to deliver high-speed inter¬ 
net service to every inch of 
the world by putting thou¬ 
sands of small satellites into 
low Earth orbit. Their suc¬ 
cess would have global 
implications, bringing the 
benefits and downsides of 
internet communication to 
placesthat are off the grid 
because of poverty or war, 
or where internet access is 
reserved forthe wealthy. 
That's also true for sparsely 
populated communities 
and far-flung destinations 
in Canada, Russia, Alaska 
and elsewhere in the vast 
Arctic region, where broad¬ 
band service generally is 


prohibitively expensive. Yet 
in Iceland, the prospect of 
constant connectivity has 
called up an old debate 
on whether Homstrandir J s 
wilderness should stay un¬ 
wired. 

Despite or because of its 
remoteness, Iceland ranks 
first on a U.N. index com¬ 
paring nations by infor¬ 
mation technology use, 
with roughly 98 percent of 
the population using the 
internet. Among adults, 
93 percent report having 
Facebook accounts and 
two-thirds a re Snapchat us¬ 
ers, according to pollster 
MMR. 

Many people who live in 
northwestern Iceland or 
visit as outdoor enthusi¬ 
asts want Homstrandir's 
570 square kilometers (220 
square miles), which ac¬ 
counts for 0.6 percent of 
Iceland's land mass, to be 
declared a "digital-free 
zone." The idea hasn't co¬ 
alesced into a petition or 
formal campaign, so what 
it would require or prohibit 
hasn't been fleshed out. 

The last full-time resident of 
the rugged area moved 
away in 1952 — it never 
wasan easy place to farm 
— but many descendants 
have turned family farm¬ 
steads into summer get¬ 
aways 

Alexander Gudmundsson, 
who vacations in the home 
where his great-grand¬ 


mother grew up, doesn't 
have to look far down the 
family tree to see the ef¬ 
fect of digital devices: his 
teenage daughter refused 
to come to Homstrandir this 
summer because it would 
mean not having online 
access. 

"Butonce the kidsare here, 
all they do is play outside," 
Gudmundsson said. 
Northwest Iceland's repre¬ 
sentative in parliament is 
less sentimental about the 
value of isolation. Since 
her election last year, Hal- 
la Signy Kristjansdottir has 
urged the Ministry of Trans¬ 
port to fund cell towers for 
the safety of sailors and 
travelers whose mobile de¬ 
vices currently are useless 
in and near Homstrandir. 

"I don't see anything ro¬ 


mantic about lying on the 
ground with a broken thigh 
bone and no cellphone 
signal," Kristjansdottir said in 
an interview. 

In a written response to 
the lawmaker, Minister 
of Transport Sgurdur Ingi 
Johannsson noted that 
huts along the hiking trails 
are equipped with radio¬ 
phones for emergencies 
He defended the absence 
of digital connectivity in 
Homstrandir as a factor in 
"advancing visitor's experi¬ 
ence." 

Police and rescue work¬ 
ers have suggested creat¬ 
ing an illustrated map that 
marks the mountain sum¬ 
mits with the strongest sig¬ 
nals. 

The Environment Agency 
of Iceland estimates that 
3,000 people trek through 
Homstrandir every sum¬ 
mer, moving from one fjord 
to the next. Some are re¬ 
warded with sightings of 
the arctic fox, Iceland's 
only native land mammal. 
The few structures — aban¬ 
doned farm houses and a 
decommissioned U.S. Air 
Force radarstation — were 
abandoned decadesago. 
When The Associated Press 
visited in August, the travel¬ 
ers interviewed there unan¬ 
imously favored making 
the reserve a digital-free 
zone, though their notions 
of what that mea nt va tied. 
"If phones worked here, 

I am sure many people 
would go asfarascarrying 
battery packs to charge 
their devices," said Mikko 
Ronkkonen, a hiker from 
Finland who had just com¬ 
pleted an eight-day trip.□
